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-ROCKINGHAM DELEGATION MEETING 


County Home 
Brentwood, N. H. 
April 15, 1948 


Meeting of Rockingham Delegation called to order at 
10:50 A. M., by Chairman Laighton. 


Roll call showed 35 members present as follows: Spof- 
ford, Elwell, Graves, Darbe, Fogg, Clark, Corson, Rob- 
erts, Freeman, Ladd, Drake, Richards, Rathbone, Weeks, 
Merrill, Parmenter, Finn, Hoyt, LaBranche, Sewall, Dav- 
is, Carter, Johnson, McDaniel, Barrett, Foote, Yeaton, 
Laighton, Leary, Burkhardt, Colcord, Bluitte, Tucker, 
Haigh, McCaffrey. 


Rep. Johnson, Chairman of Executive Committee, re- 
ported a total Budget of $364,849.35, and reasons for 
changes in the following items: Exeter Court House, 
County Home, Portsmouth Jail, Equipment, Direct Re- 
lief and Delegations Expenses, also a recommendation 
that the Board of Commissioners and all other County of- 
ficials shall incur no liability in the name of the County of 
Rockingham in excess of the amounts hereby appropria- 
ted, to be made a part of the Budget. 


On motion of Rep. Foote to accept the Budget as read, 
a roll taken showed all members present voting in favor. 


Rep. Elwell, Chairman of a Committee to see about an 
elevator, reported that the cost was prohibitive at this 
time. Voted that this Committee be discharged. 


Rep. Rathbone asked where the sale of the Adams 
property showed in the receipts. 


On motion of Rep. Foote it was voted that the Con- 
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vention recommend to the Board of Commissioners that 
the rates charged at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital be 
sufficient to cover all costs of operation and maintenance. 


Voted to adjourn.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


As required by Statute, the Board of Rockingham 
County Commissioners herewith present their Annual 
Report and also the required Annual Reports of the sev- 
eral other County Officers. 


The appropriated budget for 1948, in amount of $364,- 
849.35, proved inadequate, there being at year end a 
net deficit of $13,844.60. Overspendings in certain ac- 
counts were as usual offset by underspending in others, 
these things being common to a budget estimated a year 
in advance. Unusually heavy activities respecting the 
Superior Court occasioned outlays beyond appropriation 
of $7,747.45, while total spendings for Boarded Children 
were in excess of appropriation in amount of $3,322.56. 
These overspendings coupled with the overrun of $138,- 
150.81, in the Direct Relief account were the major fac- 
tors in causing the net deficit. Expenses of Direct Relief 
held very even with those of 1947, well down toward Fall, 
but the last four months of 1948 found very substantial 
increase in unemployment, particularly in the Ports- 
mouth area. 


Old Age Assistance cases continue to show little varia- 
tion from year to year. 


The County Jail at Portsmouth continues to be closed, 
while we continue the board and care of County Jail 
prisoners at the Hillsborough County Jail at Manchester. 
Through 1948, the cost per day per prisoner was $1.00, 
this cost has now been increased to $1.25 per day per 
prisoner. Studies currently being made respecting con- 
solidation of County Jails within the State should, dur- 
ing this year, solve the problem of whether or not this 
Jail will remain closed, be disposed of, or be reopened. 
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At the County Home, Brentwood, the number cared for 
showed little variation from last year, the number of in- 
mates and patients being about one hundred as a daily 
average. The number of prisoners at the House of Cor- 
rection has been of about a daily average of twenty-five. 


The Mitchell Memorial Hospital has continued to be 
operated with only the lower floor in use, this due main-— 
ly to the practical impossibility of securing sufficient 
nursing personnel. 


The new Power Plant containing two oil fired Bigetow 
150 H. P. Locomotive Type Return Tubular boilers was 
put into operation in January, 1948, following by a few 
months the putting into use of the new Laundry. Fach 
boiler is fired by a steam atomizing oil burner thus elim- 
inating dependence on electrical service. 


To all employees of the County, officials of the towns 
and City of Portsmouth who have aided us in the ad- 
ministration of County affairs, to the physicians of the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital and Infirmary and to al! in- 
dividuals, clubs and organizations who have kindly con- 
tributed to the welfare and happiness of the inmates of 
our Institution, we are very grateful.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for 
the County of Rockingham: 


The year 1948 was without question the busiest year 
which the Sheriff's depar:ment of Rockingham county 
has ever had. There have been seven hundred and sixteen 
cases to investigate, or almost two cases per day for every 
day in the year including Sundays and holidays. : 


Nearly every type of crime has been committed within 
our county during the year including that of murder. 
Practically every case reported to this department has 
been cleared up. We are pleased to state, that for the 
first time in eight years, Juvenile crime has showed a 
decline in the past year. We believe the educational plan 
that has always been advocated by this department and 
is now being. intrcduced into some of our schools, is 
commencing to shew satisfactory results. It is our sincere 
hope that this education will continue to grow in our 
school system and we feel that it can best be accomplished 
by bringing before the children at least once each term, 
law enforcement men from our town, state and county 
departments. 


Owing to the fact that the Commissioners and myself 
have felt that a lot of consideration would be given to the 
topic of consolidation of jails at this session of the 
Legislature, work was stopped at the County jail at 
Portsmouth. The priseners have been kept at the Hills- 
borough county jail for the past year at a very substan- 
tial saving of money to the county. The cost of boarding 
prisoners at the Hillsborough jail for the past year, up 
until December ist was $2,063.75. This has meant a real 
saving to the tax-payers as it would have been impossible 
to have operated the jail at Portsmouth for less than 
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$3,800.00 a year for just labor under present labor con- 
ditions, plus the high standard of jail supervision, which 
is required by the Federal government to-day. In addition 
to the labor costs there would still be the cost of heating, 
lighting, bedding, food, etc. I feel that the present system 
has saved our taxpayers some six or seven thousand 
dollars in the past year. With our present waiver system 
where in the majority of cases a prisoner remains in jail 
usually less than three weeks at a time, I feel that the 
consolidation of Jails in our State is a real necessity. I 
believe that three or four of our best jails in the State 
should house our bound over prisoners and that two or 
three of our counties should be required to take their 
prisoners to a certain jail, and to pay their board there, 
and at a figure not too large for any county. A systematic 
study and a report with requirements for certain counties 
regarding the care and housing of prisoners will, I feel, 
result in greater economy for the counties, and also 
provide a better standard of living for those men accused 
of crimes within our state. 


As I have previously mentioned the waiver system is 
proving a means of saving the taxpayer money and the 
prisoner many days of jail, confinement. Your sheriff has 
advised many of the men confined in the jail to avail 
themselves of this waiver privilege. 


We understand that a bill has been introduced into the 
Legislature at this session regarding the feasability of our 
county maintaining two Court houses. The Court house at 
Portsmouth was changed slightly at a very small expense 
to accommodate the women jurors. Today this building is 
in excellent condition. The boiler was retubed a year ago 
and also has a new oil burner in it. The edge of the roof 
has been renewed with new copper as well as the valleys. 
The foundation of the building is in excellent condition 
being of granite construction. Of the two court houses the 
one at Portsmouth is by far the better of the two build- 
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ings. The set-up of the Court room and the Judges’ cham- 
bers are such that the Judges can go directly from the 
court room to their chambers, whereas in the Exeter 
building they are obliged to pass through the main cor- 
ridor of the Court House some thirty feet or more, before 
reaching their rooms. The Portsmouth Court house con- 
forms in many ways to the more modern court house of 
today. 


If there should be any thought of having but one 
Superior Court house within our county, I feel that it 
is a matter which our delegation should look into very 
thoroughly before any decision is made, I doubt if the 
saving which the closing of one building would make, 
would in the end offset the many disadvantages which 
it would cause. It would be less expensive to maintain the 
Portsmouth Court House than the Exeter building. The 
Clerk of Court could have his office in the building here, 
which is impossible in the Exeter Court house. With the 
expenditure of a very small sum, probably less than one 
thousand dollars, a fire proof storage could be provided in 
the basement for files that have become inactive. There 
are two fire-proof safes already on the first flcor access- 
ible to the Clerk’s office. The fire proof room now used 
by the Clerk of Court in the Record’s building could in 
case a transfer was made by the Court, be used for the 
Register of Deeds and Probate, thus saving the expense of | 
an addition to the Records Building. This would provide 
space for these two departments which are becoming over 
crowded. The Probate Court Room in the Records build- 
ing would be a very convenient place in which to hold 
issue of Court and Court hearings for our Superior 
Court whenever the Probate Court was not in session. 


Since the enactment of the Women’s juror bill which 
was passed by our last session of the Legislature, women 
have been represented at each of our last three Court 
sessions. Through recommendations of our High Court 
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a woman deputy has been added to our department. Our 
last two sessions of Superior Court have been very busy 
ones. Judge Stephen M. Wheeler presided at the Ports- 
mouth session and Chief Justice John R. Goodnow was 
with us at the Fall session held in Exeter. Many cases 
were disposed of at this Fall session some dating back to 
the early part of the nineteen forties. The jurors repre- 
senting the various towns and the city of Portsmouth 
were a fine group to work with and we feel that they 
gave much consideration to the verdicts which they 
rendered. 


Our County Commissioners and other County officials 
have al! been most helpful during the past year. Our 
associations with all court officers have been most pleas- 
ant, Mr. Arthur J. Call, Jr., as Clerk of Court and Mr. 
Philip Caswell and Mr. Donald Sweeney of the Probation 
Department have been most co-operative with our de- 
partment. We extend our thanks to Supt. and Mrs. Hilton 
for their excellent care of the prisoners awaiting trans- 
portation to the jail at Manchester. They have also been 
most considerate regarding the several cases of dependant 
persons and children which in some manner were 
brought in by our department. 


My department owes much to our County Solicitor 
Wyman P. Boynton for his untiring efforts and assistance 
at any time of day or night that we needed him. I wish 
at this time to thank the Solicitor in behalf of my de- 
partment and to personally thank him through these 
pages for his assistance to me. 

I also wish to thank our medical referees for their 
cooperation at all times, and our State Police at Concord 
headquarters who have assisted greatly in the trans- 
mission of messages. Set. John Marchant has on several 
occasions been of great help and he has always been ready 
to call in troopers to help in any emergency. 


We appreciate the efforts and assistance given to us 
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by our Municipal Court Judges, our Police Chiefs and 
City Marshall Hewitt at Portsmouth. All have been 
most cooperative in law enforcement and many cases 
have been solved more quickly through their knowledge 
of circumstances regarding the parties involved. It has 
been a pleasure to work with them. Again I wish to assure 
them of our willingness to be of assistance to them and 
to all citizens of our county at any time when they need 
or desire my help. 

To my Deputies I extend my thanks for their efficient 
service rendered to me in my duties; and I herewith 
submit a list of active Deputies, together with a list of 
Special Deputies for Special work for the year of 1949.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


The past year has been an extremely busy one for 
the law enforcement authorities in Rockingham County. 
The accompanying table giving the number of criminal 
cases completed in the Rockingham County Superior 
Court during the past year is a good index of this, 
showing an increase of about sixty per cent over the 
number of individuals concerned in criminal matters dur- 
ing the previous year. This summary gives the number of 
individuals involved in criminal charges and shows a total 
of 101 different persons during the year. In addition there 
were 24 persons involved in motor vehicle offenses. 


Concurrently with this increase in the total volume 
of criminal business in the Superior Court of this County 
there has been an increasing tendency among those 
charged with serious crimes to fight their cases through 
to a final conclusion before the jury. During this Octo- 
ber Term of court your Solicitor was called upon to try 
a total of 11 cases before the Jury and this took up some- 
thing more than a month of the Court’s time. The Court 
is also confronted with an increase in the total volume of 
civil business and thus making a large increase in the 
total volume of business to be considered and imposing 
a tremendous burden upon it, a burden which can not be 
adequately taken care of during the two terms of court 
which we now have each year. It would seem that the only 
possible solution would be to either lengthen the time the 
court sits (by lengthening the present term of court or 
by providing for a third term) or by arranging for two 
judges to sit through at least one term in each year. This 
is a matter which should be thoroughly investigated and 
considered by the County Convention in connection with 
its consideration of the present court houses and the 
additional space required by the Deeds and Probate of- 
fices in the Records Building. 
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In determining the sentence to be recommended to the 
court in each individual case, the Solicitor has end °a7- 
ored in so far as is possible to keep in mind the probabil- 
ity of rehabilitation of the individual concerned and has 
endeavored, wherever there seems a reasonable probab- 
ility of such rehabilitation, to recommend probation. In 
cases involving chronic offenders or individuals having 
definite vicious tendencies there has been no hesitation in 
recommending that such individuals be put where they 
cannot, for a period at least, do further damage. 

In analyzing the list of offenses during the past year, 


it is noticeable that there has been a great increase in 
the number of cases of ordinary larceny and desertion 
which have been brought to the attention of the Solicitor. 
- This is indicative of a slackening in business conditions 
in the area and it is probable that the condition will be 
with us for quite some time yet. It is also noticeable that 
during the year there have been no prosecutions for 
theft of live stock and poultry and no such thefts have 
been brought to the attention of your Solicitor during the 
year. This may possibly be the result of the successful 
prosecution and incarceration of all seven individuals in- 
volved in such thefts during the previous year. 


During the year the appeal taken by Leon O. Ellard 
from a conviction for embezzlement was prosecuted 
through the Supreme Court of New Hampshire and on 
the Supreme Court of the United States. In January 1949 
the latter court refused to entertain the appeal and Mr. 
Ellard has now begun to serve his sentence. During the 
year, appeals were taken by three individuals from their 
convictions and these cases are now on their way to the 
New Hampshire Supreme Court. 


The Solicitor has continued the policy of presenting all 
automobile violations to the nearest Municipal Court or 
to the Grand Jury. During the year all such cases that 
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have been examined have been disposed of with the excep- 
tion of one which is now on appeal to the Supreme Court, 
two of which were cleared up in Jan. 1949 and two that 
were bound over for action by the Grand Jury at the 
coming April Term of court. During the year the Solici- 
tor has been called upon to furnish several opinions to 
your Commissioners and give assistance not only to the 
Sheriffs, but also to the State Police, Fish and Game De- 
partment, State Department of Health, the Department 
of Public Welfare and the New Hampshire Probation De- 
partment in the enforcement of the laws of this State. 


Your Solicitor wishes to express his appreciation to the 
Attorney General and Assistant Attorney General for 
their aid and counsel, and to the Sheriff and his deputies, 
the State Police and the various Chiefs of Police in the 
County who have very ably conducted the extremely 
numerous investigations of matters that come to their 
attention during the year.

2. Clothing: Dressmaking, pattern alteration, tailoring, 
gift suggestions, and new fabrics, their selection and care.

3. Home Management: Good lighting standards and 
lampshade construction, slick tricks in cleaning, drapery 
construction, slip covers, upholstery, refinishing, sew- 
ing machine clinics and use of attachments, Christmas 
decorations and kitchen planning and storage. 


Local leaders conducted the projects on Family Meal 
Planning, Breadmaking, Tailoring, Gift Suggestions, 
Lampshade Construction, Drapery Construction, and 
Slick Tricks in Cleaning. Much praise is again due the 
voluntary leaders who attended training schools, and 
carried back to the local group the information they re- 
ceived. The aim of the Extension Service is to have each 
community group have at least one activity in each field 
of food, clothing and home management taught by trained 
local leaders. This allows the Home Demonsiration Agent 
more time to organize and promote the organization of 
groups’ new to Extension Work. Over 1947 there was a 
50% increase in the number of meetings held by local 
leaders. The attendance increase was 16% at the above 
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sessions over 1947. The figure of 20 organized groups 
meeting monthly is a 33% increase over the previous 
year. 

The Rockingham County Advisory Council met three 
times during the year. The members are: Chairman, Mrs. 
Frank Kimball, Kensington; Vice Chairman: Mrs. Clif- 
ton Philbrick, Rye; Secretary, Mrs. Clarence Dickason; 
Mrs. G. Newton Weeks, Mrs. Clifford Collins, Greenland; 
Mrs. Howard Turner and Mrs. Ronald Sherburne of Sal- 
em Depot; Mrs. Herbert Nugent and Mrs. Clinton Merrill 
of Londonderry, Mrs. Ray Pike and Mrs. Norman Smith 
of Brentwood. The Council sponsored Camp Anita, and 
in cooperation with the Farm Bureau the awarding of 
gold pins for leadership to five outstanding women. They 
who have given freely of their time and energy in further- 
ing Home Demonstration Work in the last twenty-five 
years were: Mrs. Walter Tenney of Chester, Mrs. Ray 
Pike of Brentwood, Mrs. Herman Follansbee of Sandown, 
Mrs. Edward Parmenter of Londonderry and Mrs. Wil- 
mot Watson of Candia. 


In 1948 many means of reaching people were tried: 
meetings, news articles, monthly circular letters, cor- 
respondence, office and telephone calls, fairs, exhibits, 
talks before other organizations, home visits, bulletins, 
and radio. For the year 1949, the Home Demonstration 
program will emphasize Felt Gift Suggestions, Mending 
Knitwear, Dressmaking, Tailoring, Meal Planning, Shop- 
ping For Meat, Newer Discoveries in Health and Nu- 
trition, Upholstery, Interior Decoration Series, and Floors 
and Floor Coverings. Any individual or club group of 
eight or more homemakers can participate in Home 
Demonstration activities. Emphasis will be on “learning 
by doing.”

Since 1915 club work in Rockingham County has 
continued to interest an increasing number of youth 
between the ages of 9 and 21. 


In 1948, there were 519 boys and 836 girls enrolled . 
in 4-H projects. The 1355 members belonged to 109 4-H 
and Youth Extension Clubs. 


In charge of the clubs were a splendid group of 175 
volunteer local leaders who held 1249 4-H club meetings. 
The club meetings are divided into three parts: business, 
project work or other educational programs, and recrea- 
tion. The educational programs include health and safety 
topics, demonstrations showing improved practices, 
judging contests, nature programs, etc. 


During the year of 1948, girls enrolled in the following 
projects: 581 in clothing; 349 in food; 99 in food preser- 
vation, canning and freezing; 81 in Child Care; 78 in 
home management and home furnishings; 43 in garden- 
ing; and 18 in dairy and livestock. 


The boys’ enrollment by projects was 184 in gardening; 
137 in forestry; 183 in farm shop; 15 in electricity; 25 
in tractor use and care; 69 in poultry; 55 in dairy; 21 
in livestock which includes pigs, sheep and beef. | 


Clothing, food, garden and shop are the most popular 
projects in Rockingham County with forestry and can- 
ning next. 


Here are a few of the accomplishments of the club 
members: Clothing girls made 978 garments and 1442 
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other articles. Food girls prepared 6117 meals and packed 
5611 lunch boxes and prepared 18,355 dishes of various 
foods. Canning girls put up 4,604 quarts of fruits and 
vegetables and prepared 406 pounds for freezing. 


Boys raised 8714 acres of vegetables; 2691 chickens; 
10 pigs; 10 sheep; 76 rabbits and 6 beef animals. Dairy 
boys owned 54 dairy cattle. In forestry, 9575 trees were 
planted and 2614 gallons of maple syrup made. In shop, 
517 articles were made and 99 repair jobs done. Five 
boys had eight colonies of bees. 


_ Activities and contests are an important part of 4-H 
club work. Dress reviews and judging and demonstration 
contests are used as a means of teaching young people how 
to improve their work. Judging teaches to select good 
animals and how to cull a flock of hens. 


Club members won $449 in prize money at Rochester 
and Deerfield Fairs. Exhibiting gives boys and girls an 
incentive to try to do their best work. 


The 18th annual county 4-H Camp was held at Bear 
Hill Pond Camp, Allenstown. 270 different boys and 
girls attended. 183 stayed for one week and 57 for 
two weeks. 


The 25th annual 4-H Roundup was held in two sections 
—Derry and Exeter. 525 club members and leaders en- 
joyed tours to the cotton mill, Fremont dairy, Exeter 
News Letter Print Shop and the Freezer Locker Plant 
in Exeter ; and the Derry News, Egg Auction and Freezer 
Locker in Derry. 


Trip Winners: Jacqueline Scott of Candia attended the 
National 4-H Club Camp, Washington, D. C. for out- 
standing leadership work. Helen Bangs of Candia and 
Mrs. Zilphia Scott, leader, attended the Rural Youth 
U.S.A. Conference at West Virginia. Margaret Marden 
of Newton was the State Dress Review winner to the 
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National Club Congress in Chicago. Arlo Collins was 
Field Crops winner and also won the Chicago trip. The 
Rockingham Poultry Judging Team won top honors 
in the state and went to the Boston Poultry Show. George 
Cole and Richard Welch, Kensington and Richard Cilley, 
Newmarket. Members from Auburn, Kingston, Brent- 
wood and Newmarket won trips to the Eastern States 
Exposition. 


The Club Agent spent 101.5 days in the office writing 
letters, keeping records, planning meetings, etc. 191.5 
days and 101 evenings were spent doing field work. Field 
work includes visiting clubs, leaders and members for the 
purpose of giving instruction in clothing, food, canning 
and freezing, health and safety, recreation and par- 
liamentary procedure. 


The Assistant Agent spent 8314 days in the office and 
19014 days doing field work. He visits poultry, dairy, 
forestry and garden projects and gives instructions in 
these projects at meetings. He also gave shop instruction 
to boys in Candia, Chester, Danville, Exeter, London- 
derry, Newmarket, Newington, Salem and Seabrook. 


The goals for 1949 are 1400 members, better health 
and safety work and more forestry, dairy and poultry 
work.
